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SI'ICi IA1. ROOM PREPARED IN NKW 
VORK UNIVERSITY CONTAINS 

TAHI.ES HEARING NAMES OF DIS- 
TINGUISHED MEN AND WOMEN. 

In order to commemorate the 

names of eminent Americana a 
building was erected in 1900 on Uni 
veralty Heights in New York, cou- 
neciing two of the buildings of the 

university. The ground floor con- 
tains a long ball and six roons in 
which are the tables containing tbe 
memorials of I he persons honored. 

Space in the hall is provided for 
150 tablets, on which are lo be in 
scribed tho names of such Americans 
as may be judged worthy of recog 
nil ion. Certain condilions are 
necessary in order to lie eligible lo 
a place in Hut hall, one of which is 
that the person must have been dead 
al least tan years. 

Fifteen different classes were re- 
oommeoded for consideration, viz: 
Authors, eduoatora, business men, 

inventors, philanthropists and re 
formers, missionaries and explorers, 
preachers ami theologians, and 
scientists, architects and engineers, 

lawyers and judges, painters and 

SOUlptOrB, musicians, physicians and 
BUrgeOOS, rulers anil statesmen, sol- 
diers and sailors, and other dis- 
tinguished men and women. Fifty 
names were to be inscribed ou the 

tablets "I "''"I HM'I every lill.i. 

afterward five names were to be 
added until Hie 150 tablets were till- 
ed 

In the yeai 1904, lu February, It 

was designed 10 l-uild an additional 
St rUOt Ore joining the colonnade on 
the north in which Iheie should be 
thirty panels for tho names of for- 
eign born Americans, six to bo filled 
in I'll).'"., and then beyond this a hall 

of fame for women with sixty tab- 
Ids, ten of which were to be tilled in 
PJ05 

The rules provided that ihc conn 
Oil should invite the public to nomi- 
nate such parsons as they deem- 
ed wonhy, these nominations to be 
seconded by a member of the uni- 
versity senate and then submitted 

to an electorate Of one hundred cili- 
sens selected by the council. 

Tbe rules required that no can- 
didate receiving leas than SI votes 

of the 100 citizens Selected should 
i. copied. Of the 8M names 

submitted by Ootober, 1900J 29 

received Hie required number as 

follows: George Washington, Abra- 
ham Lincoln, Daniel Webster, 

Benjamin Franklin, Ulysses s.

October 12, 1918— The spirit 
of our co-laborer and friend, Albert 
Henry Schory, passed away to its 
Maker, Tuesday afternoon at three 
o'clock. Sunday noon his condi- 
tion gave hopes that he would be 
spaied to us, but that night a 
change came on for the worse. 
Early Tuesday moruing, Dr. Bald- 
win was called in for consultation 
with the attending physician, and 
they held out no hopes, and at the 
above hour the grim reaper claimed 
him as his own. Tbe patient was 
conscious up to within an hour 
before the end came. He quietly 
passed away. His wife, son Albert, 
and Miss Maize, were at bis bed- 
side, when the final summons 
came. 

The sad news soon reached tho 
school and universal sorrow was 
expressed. 

The deceased was born in Miner- 
va, Ohio, of Swiss parents, who had 
emigrated to this country from 
Switzerland. He lost his hearing 
in early infancy. He also had a 
deaf sister, who was a pupil of the 
school in 1867, ami died there m 
March thatyeai, during the typhoid 
epidemic prevailing among the 
pupils. Re entered the school as a 
pupil with the opening of tbe new 
bu ldiug, now main, in the Fall of 
1868. As a pupil, he was bright 
and apt in his studies, graduating 
in June, 1876 That fall he entered 
Gallaudet College, from which he 
graduated in 1881, with the degree 
B.A. In October of that year he 
received a call fiom the then super 
Intended of the school, Mr. Charles 
S. Perry, lo become a teacher, and 
followed the work till his last sick- 
ness came on, two days after the 
opening of this term. He was not 
feeling well at the close of school 
on Friday, hut thought his ailment 
was of a minor character and be 
would be back on Monday, but a 
mysterious Providence willed other 
wise. Thus for thirty-seven years, 
he labored to enlighten the mind* 
of those afflioted with the loss of 
hearing and speech like himself, 
and did it conscientiously and ear- 
nestly. As a teacher he was alert, 
lluoere, and enthusiastic In what- 
ever instruction he gave his pupils 

— i Inn giving them to understand 

that they must be the same if they 
wished to sui mount their difficulties 
of I heir education. 

Noi Ware these tiaits wanting 
outside of the school. He was In- 
Bd in 'he deaf in general, and 
their societies. Ho was an active 
membei Of the Ohio Alumni As- 
sociation, Gallaudet Alumni As 
BOOiatlon, N. A. I) , member of the 
Hoard of Managers of the O io 
Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf, 
and was chairman of its Executive 
Committee, upon which devolved 
much of its management. 

Much of the success which the 
Home has attained is due to his 
labors. He was also a member of 
the local Division of the N. fi\ S. 
D., the Columbus Advance Society, 
and was a trustee of some of the 
pupils' societies, ' A couple of 
year ago he became lay reader of 
the deaf connected With Trinity 
Church of this City. 

Re has been treasurei of the 
Alumni Association since its 10th 
reunion, and before that held 
al ollices in the same organization. 
Hut his labors are now over, and all 
ho did was for tbe betterment of 
mankind. He lived not unto him- 
self, but foi the good of others. 

Well done, thou faithful servant, 
thy work shall long be remembeied. 

The funeral services were to have 

been held at il.e school Friday 
morning, but owing to Iho preva- 
lence of the Spanish Influenza, a 
slate and city quarantine order 
necessitated it la> held at the re- 
sidence of the deceased.
